Foreign  Market  Developments 

Argentine  Import  Restrictions  (AR8324V).   In  response  to  worsening  foreign 
exchange  and  balance  of  payments  position,  the  GOA  on  October  3  suspended 
payments  for,  and  required  revalidation  of  previous  authorizations  for  imports 
not  yet  paid.   Issuances  of  new  authorizations  were  suspened  indefinitely 
which  threatened  to  hurt  various  industrial  and  agricultural  interests.   On 
October  10  the  import  restrictions  were  slightly  relaxed  for  items  in  the 
following  categories:  (A)  Goods  not  produced  in  Argentina  that  have  an  import 
duty  of  zero.  .(B)  Imports  which  do  not  require  transfer  of  foreign  exchange. 
(C)  Goods  imported  as  luggage.   (D)  Non-commercial  international  deliveries. 
Virtually  all  agricultural  products,  especially  those  of  most  interest  to  the 
U.S.  (such  as  seeds,  livestock,  tobacco,  and  forest  products)  are  produced  in 
Argentina  and  have  a  duty  greater  than  zero.   Item  B,  however,  should  allow 
for  some  imports  (both  agricultural  and  industrial)  as  several  individuals  and 
companies  have  dollar  accounts  outside  Argentina.   Consequently,  they  would 
not  need  to  buy  dollars  at  the  Central  Bank.   Items  C  and  D  are  of  no 
relevance  to  agriculture.   It  is  rumored  that  next  week  another  import  system 
will  be  put  into  effect.   The  new  system  reportedly  will  set  an  import  quota 
for  the  rest  of  the  year.   Imports  presumably  will  be  allowed  up  to  that  limit 
without  restrictions.   Argentina's  agricultural  imports  are  expected  to  total 
approximately  300  million  dollars  (U.S.)  this  calendar  year  (319  in  CY  82)  or 
approximately  6  to  7  percent  of  Argentina's  total  imports.   Approximately  half 
of  the  Agricultural  imports  are  tropical  products.   Agricultural  imports  from 
the  U.S.  are  estimated  at  20  million  dollars,  down  slightly  from  21  million 
dollars  last  year.   With  an  overvalued  peso,  Argentina's  industrial  and 
agricultural  imports  were  substantially  higher  in  the  1979  to  1981  period  with 
Ag  imports  from  the  U.S.  reaching  as  high  as  65  million  dollars  in  calendar 
year  1980.   Given  likely  import  restrictions,  total  agricultual  imports  may 
fall  further  in  calendar  1984. 

Notice  of  Foreign  Proposals  Concerning  Standards  in  Agriculture.   As  required 
of  all  signatories  to  the  GATT  Standards  Code,  the  following  notifications  of 
foreign  proposed  standards-related  rules  have  been  provided  for  the 
information  and  comment  of  interested  agencies  and  firms.   The  Technical 
Office  invites  inquiries  from  anyone  who  believes  that  any  of  the  proposed 
regulations  notified  under  this  heading  could  cause  a  trade  problem.   From 
time  to  time  we  also  receive  proposals  through  our  embassies  in  foreign 
countries,  as  is  the  case  this  week.   Requests  for  copies  or  questions  can  be 
referred  to  Carolyn  Wilson,  USDA  Technical  Office,  Room  5530  South  Building, 
Washington,  D.C.   20250;  or  phone  (202)  382-1327.

Canada  -  TBT  Notification  83.183  The  Canadian  Department  of  National  Health 
and  Welfare  has  proposed  (product  covered  -  food)  an  amendment  to  the  Food  and 
Drug  Regulations.   The  proposed  amendment  establishes  specifications  for 
elemental  iron  powder  and  sodium  iron  pyrophosphate  when  used  as  a  source  of 
the  mineral  nutrient  iron  in  foods.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the 
amendment  is  health  and  protection. 

Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.188  The  Japanese  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Forestry  and  Fisheries  has  proposed  (product  covered  -  breeding  male 
livestock)  an  amendment  to  the  Grading  Standard  for  Breeding  Male  Livestock. 
The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  to  promote  the  improvement  and 
increased  production  of  livestock.   Final  date  for  comments  is  November  10, 
1983. 


Japan  -  TBT  Notification  83.189   The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Forestry  and 
Fisheries  has  proposed  (product  covered  -  embryos  and  semen  of  domestic 
animals)  an  amendment  to  a  part  of  the  Enforcement  Regulation  of  Domestic 
Animal  Infectious  Disease  Control  Law.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the 
proposal  is  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  domestic  animal  infectious 
diseases.   Final  date  for  comments  is  November  10,  1983. 

United  Kingdom  -  TBT  Notification  83.193  The  United  Kingdom  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  has  proposed  (product  covered  -  food  for  human 
consumption)  an  amendment  to  the  Food  Labelling  Regulations.   The  proposed 
regulations  would  prohibit  tonic  cholesterol  and  high  energy  claims,  and 
control  nutritional,  medicinal  and  dietary  claims  for  food.   They  would  also 
require  the  full  declaration  of  all  the  additives  (other  than  flavourings)  in 
ingredients  lists.   The  objective  and  rationale  for  the  proposal  is  public 
health  and  consumer  protection.   Final  date  for  comments  is  December  2,  1983. 

Hong  Kong  The  Technical  Office  has  recently  received  copies  of  a  proposed 
amendment  to  Hong  Kong  Regulations  on  Preservatives  in  Foods  and  a  synopsis  of 
Proposed  Labelling  Requirements. 

Saudi  Arabia  The  Saudi  Arabian  press  has  printed  a  report  that  says  that 
import  of  cigarettes  with  tar  in  excess  of  15  mg  and  nicotine  in  excess  of 
1  mg  per  cigarette  will  be  banned.   Tobacco  companies  will  be  required  to 
produce  certificates  proving  that  future  shipments  meet  new  regulations.
